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The “Man with the Iron Masi,*

The Paris Figars prints a review of M,
Topin's book, concernig tho identity of the
< r 'with the Iron Muask. It will be asen
that the statemuent of the Ark#naewm that M.
Topin had discovered the prisoner to be no
other than Deé Lavzun-—one of the diMoultios
in maintaining which theory was poiuted ont
—ig entirely false, ‘The article contains somao
highly interesting extracts from the book, and
wo translate it in full: —

‘“The publishers, Didier & Dontu,who issus
ito-day the work of M. Marias Topin, which
bas been so impatiently expeoted, have fur.
nished us with safficient extracts from the
‘book to enable us to judge of the definite re-
sult of the ressarches of this writer, Some
of theso we print in this connoection: -

“Upon the 18th Beptember, 1608, at o
o'cl in the afternoon, the Sieur of Saint
Mars, arriving at the islands of St. Margune-
rite, entered the chatean of the Bastille, of
which he had just been appointed Governor,
In the carrisge with him was a prisonor whose
faco gras covered with a mask of black velvet,

'and Saint  Mars, accompanied by many
mounted soldiers, had been the inseparable
and vigilant guardian of this person during
the long voyage from Provence. At Pallean,
a place situated between Joigay and Ville-
neuve.le-Roi, and which belonged to Saint
Mars, & halt was made, and the old inhabi-
tants of Villensuve long remembered having
pean the mysterious oarriage puss in the even-

ng through the prineipal street of their town.
I'he remembrance of this apparition is per-
petuated in the country, and the story of the
ingular incidents which were then noticed,

pasing from father to son, has come down
pven to our duy.

“The care which Saint Mars tock at the
upper table to keep the back of his prisoner
urned towards the windows, the pistols
within resch of the suspicions jailor, their
reds placed side by side, all these precautions
und the mystery attending them vividly ex-
ited the curiosity of the conntry people, and
urnished material for endless conjectures,

¢ the Dastille the prisoner was put in the
third chamber south of the tower of Bertan-
diere, this room being prepared before by
IDujonea, the turnkey, who had received a
written order from BSt. Mars some days in
ndvance of the arrival.

“Five years after, on Tuesday, the 20th
of November, 1704, at 4 o'clock in the afver-
noon, the drawbridge of this renowned
fortress was lowered, and over it passed a sad
funeral cortege. A few men went silently
out bearing a corpse, which had for ifs
escort two subultern officers of the Bastille,

d took their way towards the cemetery of
the Church of 8t. Paul.

“*Nothing could be more striking than the
sight of this group, which seemed to steal
furtively along under cover of the approach-
ing night. Nothing could be more abandoned
or apparently more obscure than this un-
known corpse, which was followed by two
strangers in haste to finish their task, At
the grave, as at the death-bad, there was mno
sorrow, no regret, Rlhe prisoner of Pro-
vence was taken ili upon Sunday, the disease
was suddenly aggravated on Monday, and the
priest of the Bastille was called too late to
administer the sacrament, and had only time
to repeat to the dying man some rapid com-
monplace exhortations. Upon the register of
the Church of S5t. Paul was inscribed the
name of Marchially. At the Bastille, how-
ever, the prisoner was always known as the
Prisoner of Provencs,"

Before going on to establish the identity of
this mysterious prisoner, M. Topin has writ-
ten the history of the principal personages
who are connected with the “‘Man with the
Iron Mask.” In his preface he says:—

, YT have penetrated the private life of Louis
XIII and Anne of Austria, and, in order to
rove tho falsity of certain accusations which

ve sullied the memory of this princess, 1
have not hesitated to touch upon certain deli-
cate points and meet the accusers upon their
own ground. Ihave followed others through
a career always adventurous, throngh an ex-
istence continually agitated — some even
through a captivity passed sometimes in the
monotonous inaction of solitude, and some-
times with wise resignation, or even some-
times varied by audacious attempts at escape
which were always thwarted by the incessant
vigilance of the most scrupulous of jailors,
In this book are brief memoirs of Louis XIIT
and Anne of Austria; the seductive Bucking-
ham; the impressive Vermandois; the versa-
tile Monmouth; the adventurous Beaufort;
the fearless Lauzun; Fouquet, admirable for
nis resignation and his Christian virtues; the
nnfortunate Matthioly; and Saint Mars, whose
memory, and even whose existence, is insepa-
rable from that of his prisoners.”

The history of Matthioly in particular is re-
lated by M. Topin with much care and with
many dyetails entirely new. It is well known
that the Count Matthioly, Minister of Charles
IV, Duke of Mantua, negotiated in secret with
Louis XIV, with a view of yielding to the
Kin Gumf, which was at that time one of
thegieya of Italy, But Matthioly suddenly
broke the compsot, or al least retarded its
execution, by delivering the place to the ene-
mies of Louis XIV. M. Topin demonstrates
the reasons, apparently well founded, of those
who denied that Matthioly was the *‘Man with
the Iron Mask,” and which led him for a long
time to think the same. It has been gene-
rally believed, up to the present time, that
Mn.{thiol , arrested near Turin, by Catinat, in
1679, and afterwards at Piguerol confided to
the care of Saint Mars, was one of the two

risoners conducted by the latter, in 1681,

rom Pignerol to the fortress of the exiles,
and afterwards to the Islands of 8t. Margue-
rite. But one of the prisoners died at the
Exiles in 1687, and, for various reasons, it
bas been concluded that this was Matthioly,

M. Topin states that the reading of adis-

teh, unknown till the present time, eaused
g:m to doubt the removal of Matthioly to the
Exiles, and turned his researches into an
entirely different channel. He has established
in a manner positive the fact that the Minis-
ter of Churles IV was held at Pignerol, after-
ward confined to Baint Mars, was conducted
to the Islands of St. Marguerite, and was
identical with the prisoner whom we have
seen above conducted by Baint Mars to the
Bastille, where he entered September 1R,
1698, All these points are established by a
multitude of new documents drawn np in a
very interesting manner, among which is an
unpublished despatch of Louis XIV, contain-
ing these words, which M. Topin has taken
as the epigraph of his book, an which relate
to Matthioly:—*‘No one must know what
shall become of this man."”

For therest, this entire work has been en.
tirely founded npon more than a hundred
despatches not before published, and whioh
are for the most part printed in the form of
notes in order not to interfers with the story,
which is told in a very aniwated and drama-
tic style, princimll in the episodes of the
Arminian patriarch, and of Fonquet, M.
Topin closes his book by the following curi-

ous accounk:—''By a strange coincidence, at
the very moment of the death of the ‘Man
with the Iron Mask,' the master of Matthioly,
Charles 1V, Duke of Mantua, arrived at Paris,
But he, who bad more sud wore put himself

in the power of Lauis XIV, to whom he  Had
suld one of the keys of [taly, and recontly de-
livered Mantoa itself, and whom he had fre-
quently permitted to pass through his States
tor the purpose of invading the peninsula,
was recaived and foted ny o deserved. The
Lmxembourg was magnificently fitted up for
him with the royal furniture. Soeven tables
woro sonstantly served by order of the king
for the Dnke and his nomerous sumite, and
brilliont fetes wore given il his honor at
Mendon and Yersailles, where he recoived
from Louis XIV a splendid sword coverad
with diamonds, It is ensy to soe how impru-
dent it would have been to have inseribed
upon the register of St. Paul the namoe of
Matthioly at the time when the Duke nrriving
at Paris might have learned of his desth. We
know that Charles IV took great interast in
bis former contidunt, and we have seen that
he took much paing to learn the trath con-
eerning his finnl disposition. Instend of
biding it from him, however, it is possible
that he was told of the death in order to dis-
gipate entirely bis fears,

“However this may be, history offers the
most singular comparisons, and the reality
often exceeds in interest the most romantio
fancies of the imagination. Of the two per-
sons who played the principal roles in the
cession of Cnssal to Louis XIV, the Prince
who consented to it, contrary to his duty, for
the purpose of replenishing his treasury and
satisfying his prodigal desires, was the reci-
pient of the most magnificent fotes. At the
same time, in the same city, the other, his
ancient Minister, crented by him Count and
Senator, allied to the most ilinstrions families
of hin country, formerly also magnificently
received at Yeorsailles by Louis X1V, but who
afterward for a moment checked his insatiable
ambition, and retarded the servitude of
Charles IV, diad far from his friends in a
small chamber of the Bastille, after a captivity
of twenty-four years, and on the next day,
just as mnight wns falling, was borne to a
neighboring church.yard, followed only by
two subaltern officers of the fortress,”

A PICTURE MISER.

Haoll n_Milllen Dellinrs’ Worth o Rarve Paint
Ings Hourdoed by an Art-Waorshipper—No Kyves
Except His Own Permitted to See Them.
Readers will remember that o short time ago was

ohironleled the death of Lyman Allyn, 8 miisér, who

died in New Jersey, worth probably a milllon of
dollars, A miser died In New York in the spring of
the present year, no legs remarkable for the siongu-
lar turn of hig mind—perhaps more remuarkable—
than was Mr, Allyn. This gentleman was Mr. Thomns
Thompson, who for years nad been collecting and
hoarding pictures and psoking them away until, at lus
death, his gallery was worthh about half a million of
dollurs, From early youth he had been a lover of the
line arts, and, at the time of the vurning of Tre-
mont Temple, at Doston, In the year' 1558, he lost
plotures which were valued at about §92,000, Not
discouraged nt thie misfortune, he again set to work,
and in @ short time had & coliedtion more valualle
thnn even his former one, and one which oceupled
more than & dozen rooms in an old bullding In

Wushington street, In the neighborhood of the Bos-

ton Market, These piotures were pot only hung on

the walls, but were packed away in plles, and it 8

probable that he himself was the only person who

ever got & look at them after they had come (nto his
posgession.

In this collection are not only fine portralts of Mr.
Thompson's friends, but also coples, aund some un-
doubted originals, of the best Eoglish, Dateh,
French, and Ttalisn schools. He was always fond
of befriending poor artists, and bought many of
their works, but was very sharp st detecting frand,
and evidently understood the hukiness of a oollector,
Very few persons—perhaps nol over a hundred—
have over seen the colleotion.

About ten yeurs ngo Mr., Thompson left Boston
and, although he possessed n large amount of real
estate In that city, never again returned to 'it, pays-
Ing most of his time at Cawmbridge, Salem, anid Med-
ford, So deeply rooted ind become his sversion to
the “Hub" and its people shat he would not even cor-
respond with them, and gave strict orders to his
agents that his whereabouts should never be dis-
closed ; he was even nnwlilling to hear of tue place
where, he said, he had been subjected to sHght and
indignity. After leaving Boston he ceased entirely
to purchiase pletures, and his entire collection was
stowed away and sedulously guarded from every eye,
About a month ago the executrix of his estate em-
ployed Mr. J. Harvey Young, the portrait palnter, to
examine and catalognue the collection, which, accord-
ing to the opinion of Mr. Blerstadl, could not now be
equalled at o less expenditore than half a milllon of
dollars. The plotures are soon to be brought to New
York, and not less than ten freight cars will be re-
quired to trausport them.

In the collections are pictures said to be unques.
tlomed originals by such artists as Sir Chuarles Kast
lnke, Thomas Lawrence, Sir Joshua Reyunolds, Sir
Peter Lely, Hogarth, Meadows, Copley, and Turner,
of the English school; Boucher, Lambinet, Mignard,
and De Dreux, of the French; while the German
and Ttallan and Dutch schools are represented by
Seebach, Schidonl, Guercino, Vandyke, Van Maas,
and others.
